All 
these features could clearly be 
seen ag the ship neared com- 
pletion in 1056 on the stocks of 
Fleming and Ferguson Ltd, the 
Clyde (Scotland) shipbullders.

Woodsmen always give 
such a wild mother a wide 
berth. Mother love is strong 
in every wilderness creature 
and she will fight to the 
death in defence of her 
growing family. 


The huge grizzly bear is 
the most dangerous wild 
animal on the North’ Ameri- 
can cgntinent, : 

Usually the mammoth 
bruin will not attack man 
unless provoked, threatened 
or with cubs, But there are 
a few récorded cases of an 
open challenge on mere 
sight. 


Particularly has this 
been the case on narrow 
mountain trails. The grizzly 
heartily dislikes to be 
cornered, As long as he 
has a good possibility of 
getting away unchallenged, 
he loses no time in running, 
as a rule,
